The  1994  season  for  the  Drury  Cross-Country 
Team  on  the  surface  appeared  to  be  a  disappoint- 
ing one,  with  the  team  earning  no  wins  during  its 
seven  dates  of  competition  against  fifteen  head-on 
opponents.  By  season's  end,  the  team  consisted  of 
only  six  runners  on  the  Boys'  Team.  Captains  for 
the  year  were  returning  juniors  Ryan  Gaffey,  Mi- 
chael Wilson  and  Michael  Baran.  Sophomore  Mi- 
chael Marlow  was  joined  by  freshman  newcomers 
Steven  Cardinal  and  Gene  Soucie.  In  spite  of  these 
small  numbers,  the  team  maintained  a  steady  ef- 
fort throughout  the  season,  pulling  to  within  two 
points  of  a  much  stronger  Monument  Mountain 
team  at  their  second  confrontation  (Score  29-27). 
High  points  for  the  season  included  Captain  Ryan 
Gaffey's  setting  of  the  school  record  for  the  team's 
new  course  at  Windsor  Lake  with  a  time  of  15:03 
for  2.5  miles  of  wet  and  rugged  terrain.
